It is precisely in the north and weal 


of the Caucasus, the regions first an- 
nexed by Russia, and over which th« 
UMnovnila have consequently 
held 


longest sway, that the condition of th« 
country is the least satisfactory. E» 
tensive migrations of the indigenous in. 
habitants have left it almost without 
population. 
Great stretches of land 


once belonging to the mountaineers 
were made over to Cossack settlers, 
and distributed among Government 
functionaries; but the latter, either be- 
cause they are unskilled in husbandry 
or oat of aheer idleness, have let theii 
farms for the most part run to waste. 
The Cossack settlers, unable, forsimilai 
reasons, to make a living out of the 
soil, are maintained at the expense oi 
the Government, and districts once in a 
high state of cultivation and inhabited 
by a thriving peasantry are now cov- 
ered with brushwood and almost de- 
populated, and the whole country pre- 
sents an aspect of abandonment and 
cum. 


The difference between the condition 


of tbe country under the rule of tin 
rude mountaineers and under that oi 
the Czar's tchinovniks is striking and 
sadly significant of the loss it has sus- 
tained by annexation to Russia. 
The 


district 
inhabited 
by the 
warlike 


Cabards was formerly covered with 
superb gardens and productive vine- 
yards, and the natural fertility of the 
soil was increased by an admirable sys- 
tem of irrigation. 
But when the Rus- 


sians took possession, all was changed 
as by the stroke of soma wicked en- 
chanter's wand. The canals have fallen 
into ruin, the acaeia walks have dis- 
appeared, and the magnificent lime 
trees have been cut down for the fires 
of Russian functionaries. The traveler 
may now journey for miles and find on 
his way only destruction and waste. 


Albeit thirty years have elapsed since 


the conquest of the Caucasus, the peo- 
ple, so far from becoming reconciled to 
the Russian yoke, continue to leave 
their homes en masse and take refuge in 
Turkey. The history of this emigrat on 
is eminentl} characteristic of the sjs- 
tem of colonization pursued by the Rus- 
sian Government. It might also seem 
as if its object were to depopulate the 
country, for no sooner did a mountain 
tribe make their submission than the au- 
thorities offered them the alternatives 
of descending into the vallejs and plac- 
ing themselves directly under Ruasiao 
rule or emigrating Most of the mount- 
aineers preferred emigration, "though 
in quitting their homes they had to 
leave behind them their crops and cat- 
tle, all of which became the property 
of the Cossack colonists 
They made 


in crowds for one or other of the ports 
on the Black Sea, hundreds dying on 
the way of sheer want and privalion. 


But in 1860 the policy of the Govern- 


ment underwent a sudden change See- 
ing that, the land was falling out of cul- 
tivation and the country becoming de- 
populated, the authorities began to 
throw impediments in the waj of the 
emigration they had formerly encour- 
aged, and in 1867 it was forbidden by 
special enactment 
In 1873, when two 


mountain tribes demanded permission 
to emigrate and attempted to carry out 
their purpose without waiting for an 
answer, they were forced back by sol- 
iiers and the leaders arrested and ex- 
Jed to Siberia. 


On many occasions, moreo\er, th« 


Government has not kept faith with the 
Circassians. 
When the Tehctchentsj 


were conquered the Russian Command- 
er-in-Chief, Prince Bariatinsky, issne^ 
ft proclamation in which he solemnly 
guaranteed them in the undisturbed 
possession of their properties. 
Yet, 


despite this promise, the greater pan 
of their land was confiscated and be- 
stowed upon the Cossack and Russian 
functionaries, 
and 
the unfortunate 


Tchetchentsy were driven into a corne) 
of their ancient domain, there to liv^ 
as best they could. 
Smarting unde) 


the injustice inflicted on them, thesj 
men took to brigandage, and became 
the terror of the country. 


The object of these measures was, ol 


course, to "Russianize" the Caucasus, 
and, by weakening and impoverishing 
the people, to keep them in complett 
subjection and prevent future rebellion 
but their inevitable effect was to caus< 
a feeling of bitter hatred against every 
thing Russian, above all against th« 
Russian Government—a hatred whici 
subsequent proceedings of the Adrmnis 
tratipn have rendered still more bittei 
and inveterate 
There are one meas 


are and one law for the Russian colon 
ists and another measure and othei 
laws for the Circassians. 
For instance, 


the former have the privelege of elect- 
ing their own village Mayors and com. 
mon chiefs, while tbe "Commission- 
ers" set over Circassian villages are 
chosen by the police, who naturally ap- 
point their own creatures—men for th« 
most part utterly ignorant of the wants 
and ways of the people and hostile to 
their religion. Justice is equally par- 
tial; there is no such thing as equality 
before the law. 
If a Cossack kills, a 


native the authorities always pretend 
that the act was committed in self-de- 
fence, and the aggressor generally gets 
off scot-free 
When a Russian is the 


victim it is very different. 
In that case, 


whether there be proof or not, the au- 
thorities always assume that the mur- 
derer must be a Circassian and punish 
an entire district for the fault of a sin- 
gle individual. Whenever a crime is 
committed in a village the perpetrator 
of which can not be discovered, the en- 
tire commune, sometimes, several neigh- 
boring communes, are held responsiola 
and dealt with accordingly 


Another cause of heart-burning ana 


strife is the question of disarmament, 
for a mountaineer disarmed is a man 
dishonored, and as the Russian colonists 
always carry weapons a native without 
is at the mercy of the first Cossack he 
meets. Hence every attempt to enforce 
the law in this regard is fiercely resisted 
and often attended with r,ots, bloodshed 
and rebellion 
The ill-feeling arising 


from this state of things is by no means 
limited to the Circassians. It is no less 
bitter on one side than the other 
A 


Cossack IOOKS upon a mountaineer aa a 
savage whom it is his duty to keep in 
order, and whose life he is no way 
bound to respect, while a mountaineer 
regards a Russian as a worthless cur, 
whom, when occasion offers, he may 
kill with impunity.—Stepniak. m Lon- 
don Times.

During its exist- 
ence the Manhattan Company paid to its 
stockholders in dividends the sum of 
$25,875,675. From 1831 to 1884 the 
Man- 


hattan paid 916,509,544 in dividends in 
excess of the ten per cent, allowed by 
law. 
The total amount of benefit accru- 


ing to stockholders on the investment was 
884,287,675. The Metropolitan Company 
was organized in 1862 and began paying 
dhidends in |1866, from which time to 
1884 the amount paid to stockholders was 
37,573,749 or $1,973,945 in excess of tea 
per cent, on its capital stock ol $2,500,- 
000 allowed by law. •

MJ^|. DnBois a MlUlonHlre—Cheering New§ 


from Leadville. 


In the metropolitan papers of yester- 


day appeared a press telegram from Den- 
ver, Colo., which is of local interest, 
because it tells of the good fortune that 
has come to Major J. J. B. DnBois, a 
former citizen ot Decatur, Below is a 
copy of the telegram in question: 


DMSVBB, Colo, Deo. 16.—One of the 


greatest strikes in mineral in the history 
of Leadville is now agitating the mineral 
world. The strike is in the Henrietta 
and Maid of Erin mines, located on Car- 
bonate Hill, just outside of the city lim- 
its. The ore body was encountered at n 
depth of 6CO feet in the Henrietta shaft, 
which ndjoins the Maid ot Erin claim 
For thirty-en feet the shaft has been 
sank through the mineral and the bot- 
tom is not yet reached. From the drifts 
made it in estimated that the ore body, 
which is known as a "blanket vein," cov- 
ers in extent one to two acres. The ore 
is worth, on an average, 820 per too, and 
tbe ore body uncovered is estimated to 
be worth from $1,000,000 to 86,000,000 
For tbe first twenty feet the ore is sand 
carbonate, bearing 45 per cent, lead and 
ten ounces in silver. The next ten feet 
the ore will run 55 per cent, lead and fif- 
teen ounces silver. For the last sixty 
feet the ore is of the same sandy forma- 
tion, but so hard that it requires blasting 
to remove it. The ore body is what is 
known as the second contact, and the 
strike baa doubled the value of all the 
numerous mines on Carbonate Bill, for 
the reason that it demonstrates tbe gen- 
eral belief that at a certain depth the 
same contact will be encountered on all 
the mines on the hill. Tbe adjoining 
properties are the Morniug Star l,Ccl 
Rontt's mine), tho Brooklyn aad the 
Agaseiz The owners of the Henrietta 
are D H. Morlat, president of the Denver 
& Rio Grande railway; ex Senator Chuf- 
fee; Gen. J 0. Wilson, of Denver; the 
Hon. James Q. Blame, of Maine, and ex- 
Senator Tabor. The latter is the largest 
owner, holding a three eighths interest 
Mr. Blame and Mr. Wilson each own 
one sixteenth nnd the other gentlemen 
are equal owners. 
I he Maid ot Erin is 


owned by ex-Senator Tabor, MBJ. DuBois 
of Leadville, and Moses Moffett and Mr 
Chaffee of Denver. They each own a 
one-fourth interest. The Maid ot Erin 
was in litigation for eeveral years, but 
the suit was won by the present owners 
The Hennetta was formerly a paying 
mine, but recently it has not paid t-x 
penses. 
Leadville and Denver mining 


men are jubilant over the strike, as it 
indicates beyond doubt that the mines of 
Leadville are as permanent as the moun- 
tains themselves. 


Major DnBois and his brother Brad, 


are well known in this community. The 
former was formerly a pharmacist in the 
drug store of Snyder & One, in business 
here in 1876, and the Utter has been a 
salesman at Linn & Scruggs' store.

The Queen el Bcglaod's finest resi- 


aence U Wmdaoir Castle. In fact, in-, 
telligent Londoners often said to me! 
(hat BuckingtMQ falaca wa* a misera- 
ble old rat-hrap, not fitior Victoria and) 
her family to lire in, while they were 
as ready to declare that Windsor Castte 
was the finest royal palace in the world., 
The Queen spends a large portion ot 
the year at Windsor, and there she 
transacts a large proportion of that 
formal yet mainly rather amusing use- 
leas eourt business, the details of which 
are daily paraded in «be the Coitrt Jour- 
nal. These matters are mostly quit* 
familiar to «werag»-readers, yet one 01 
two curions illustrations of the point 
in haod'are too singular to be omitted. 


Here, for instance, is the Court QIT- 


etdw for a day in early spring. 
In il 


this item: The Sheriff of Lancashire, 
at a private audience which the Queec 
gave the Chancellor of the Duchy o! 
Lancaster, was pricked by the Queen. 


The Sheriffs for England and Wale: 


were pricked by her Majesty at the 
council on Thursday last, the 5th inat, 
and not after it, as stated in the Court 
Circular for that date. 
. Now what does all this mean? The 
explanation is simply this: Every yeat 
the Judges of Assies make return to 
the Queen of three persons for every; 
county in England, from which she is, 
to select one to serve as Sheriff of each 
county. 


When these names, written upon » 


sheet of paper, are presented to the 
Queen, she takes in her fingers a pin< 
and sticks it through one oi them, be- 
ing thus supposed to indicate her choice 
—to make her selection. 


The old phra*e of "stick a pin there," 


in such common use in New England, 
must have taken its origin in this very 
ancient royal custom of making a se- 
lection which I have just described. 


But the pin-sticking of the Queen at 


Windsor is, of course, a mere meaning- 
less form; for all the appointments of 
the officers whom she is supposed to se- 
lect are settled upon by the Govern- 
ment before being submitted to her. 


There is another and ntore fitting 


use of a pin wiich the Queen sometimea 
makes. 
When officers or soldiers h«va 


particularly distinguished themselves 
in the field decorations are often be- 
stowed upon thorn. And in such oasea 
the heroes are sometimes summoned to 
the palace ot the Qjeen and personally 
received and hospitably entertained by 
her. 
Then, in her presence, the serv- 


ices of the*men are read over to her 
Majesty, after which she pins upon 
their breasts with her own hands the 
decorations granted to them. It is not 
uncommon for such an audience as this 
to close with a personal introduction to 
the soldiers and members of the house- 
hold at Windsor, often including the 
three little Princesses of the palace, the 
grandchildren of Victoria. 


There are many other palace public 


ceremonies which are of a somewhat 
similar character to those I have been 
describing. 
Bui I have space to men- 


tion only two more 
When the Gov- 


ernment has made an appointment of a 
diplomatic representative, the Minister 
selected makes a journey to the palace 
of the Queen before he goes forth as her 
representative, and on nis bended knee 
kisses her hand in recognition of the 
honor he has received. 


The forms gone through at the palaot 


when an address of the Queen is to b« 
presented to Parliament are peculiar. 
The Ministry—the Prime Minister—pre- 
pares the speech, and then the Cabinet 
makes a stately and most formal jour- 
ney to Windsor for the purpose of read- 
ing the document to her Majesty. After 
It nas been read in her presence it is 
supposed to become her speech from 
the throne.—Boston Commercial Bulle 
tin.

In building Us shell the oyster starts 


with the hinge end. at the spot known 
to conchologists as the umbo. A small 
plate or single scale now represents 
each valve, and that is the first sea- 
son's growth. 
The next season a new 


growth or plate shoots out from under- 
neath the first one, just as the shingles 
do. The oystermen call these laps or 
plates "shoots," and they claim that 
the number of shoots indicate the jears 
of the ovster. They certainly do con- 
tain a record of the seasons. But there 
is often ereat difficulty in differentiat- 
ing these shoots. 
The record is often 


obliterated in places by the growth of 
the para-ltes, which build their shells 
or tubes upon the oyster 
I have 


likened these shoots to shingles Now, 
at the gable of the house these shingles 
may be seen edgewise. So on the one 
side of an oyster shell is a series oi 
lines. This is the edgewise view of the 
shoots or season growths 
Another 


factor is this purple spot, or scar, in the 
interior of the shell. It is the place of 
attachment of the abductor muscle. Its 
first place of attachment was close up 
to the hinge. Had it staid there until 
the shell had become adult how diffi- 
cult would be the task of putting the 
valves together, the leverage to be over- 
come would be so great; for he must 
bear in mind the fact that at the binge 
end the valves are held by this black 
ligament, which is in life elastic, swell- 
ing when the shell opens and being 
eompressed when the animal draws
